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BYU drills UTEP 47-16,

They might be only a 6-5 team that 
has lost five of their last seven games, 
but they overcame the odds and are 
going to the Holiday Bowl. 

BYU’s 47-16 shellacking of UTEP 
wasn’t enough to get to the Holiday 
Bowl alone. Overcoming a disappoint- 
ing finish to a season overshadowed 
by expectations wasn’t enough either. 

Instead it took Marshall Faulk and 
Darnay Scott and David Lowery of 
the San Diego State Aztecs to blow 
four straight opportunities to score a 
touchdown from the five yard line in 
the final seconds of their home game 
against the Wyoming Cowboys to 
insure the Cougars a berth in the 
WAC’s most coveted bowl. . 

“I feel very good about what hap- 
pened (Saturday) night,” Edwards 
said. “It was our No. | goal to win the 
championship and go to the Holiday 
Bowl. We took a couple of detours 
along the way but we are happy with 
where we are going.” 

BYU’s win over the Miners was def- 
initely a step in the right direction. 
Not only did the Cougars dominate, 
but they proved that they could put a 
balanced game together. 

BYU’s offense netted 491 yards, yet, 
only 288 of them came in the air: 
Kalin Hall, Hema Heimuli, Steve 
Christensen and John Walsh account- 
ed for 203 rushing yards and five 
rushing touchdowns. 

The defense also continued to rise 
from the ashes of the Cougars’ four- 
game losing streak. The Cougars had 
two sacks, allowed only 96 passing 
yards and 147 net rushing yards. 

“We wanted to go out and impress 
some bowls,” said BYU quarterback 
John Walsh. “It is going to be a close 
call to see who goes where, so we 
wanted to win decisively.” 

The Cougars did just that. Not only 
was it their most lopsided victory of 
the season, but the Cougars played the 
way their fans wanted them to. 

Despite the 33 degree temperature at 
kickoff, Walsh still managed to direct 
his corps of wide receivers effectively 
downfield twice in the opening quar- 
ter, but called his own, number and 
calmly ran the ball in from 5 yards out 
to put BYU on top 10-0. Walsh, 
despite being sacked once, still man- 
aged to rush for positive yardage. 

The Cougars seemed to step up their 
intensity in the second quarter and in 
the process, landed themselves in 
highlight films around the nation. 

The first came when Walsh handed a 
pass off to Kalin Hall and then threw a 
block against UTEP’s Pookie Floyd, a 
6-foot-4-inch, 245-pound linebacker, 
to clear a hole for Hall to pick up 9 
yards. 

“The handoff was to Kalin, and 
unfortunately I was there, so I threw 
the block,” Walsh said. “He probably 
thought (6-7, 290-pound offensive 
lineman) Mike Empey hit him or 
something.” 

On the Cougars next possession, 
Walsh hit tight end Chad Lewis, who 
then promptly hurdled a UTEP oppo- 
nent before being pushed out of 
bounds at the 16-yard line. Two plays 
later, BYU was up 17-3.

Miners were ready to punt from their 
41 yard line, when wide receiver and 
special teams guru: Tim Nowatzke 
raced in and blocked the kick that was 
downed on UTEP’s 29 yard line. 

Three plays and thirteen seconds 
later, Walsh found Eric Drage in the 
end zone with 5 seconds left to play in 
the second half, and BYU never 
looked back after that. 

“We felt very good about our game 
today and winning a championship,” 
Edwards said. “It’s been remarkable 
that no matter how frustrating and 
tough it has been, our players came 
back every week in practice and got 
themselves ready to play. 

“A month or so from now I told the 
players they are not going to remem- 


-ber about they games they lost, just 


the championship we won. The bot- 
tom line is that we are the champi- 
ons.”

If Florida beats Alabama in the Southeastern Championship game next 
Saturday, the Gators (9-2) will go to the Sugar Bowl against No. 5 Notre Dame.

UCLA. A Badgers’ loss would put Ohio State in the Rose Bowl.

Layden rips Sonics’ coach, gets revenge

SALT LAKE CITY — It took six months, but Utah Jazz president Frank 
Layden got revenge for what he perceived to be shabby treatment by Seattle 
coach George Karl last spring. 

Layden’s anger was sparked by an incident he said occurred before Game 4 of 
the first- round | playoffs between the Jazz and the Seattle SuperSonics. 

He said he walked past the Seattle locker room in the Delta Center and saw 
Karl and Sonic president Bob Whitsitt. Layden said he stopped to “congratulate 
them on a great season.” 

Hours later, the Sonics had avoided elimination by winning the game. They 
eventually won the series. 

Karl told the media the he had used Layden’s “congratulations” to motivate his 
players. He told them the Jazz were looking ahead. 

“It was a cheap shot,” Layden says now. “I tried to be nice. I was sincere. 
Then, the next thing I know, it’s in the paper that I didn’t show them any respect 
and he used it to motivate his team. I said to myself, “OK, if that’s how they’re 
going to play, fine. I'll just bide my time.” 

Last week, Layden was a guest on a San Francisco mate show. The listeners 
wanted to know his thoughts on the Western Conference race. 

“T told them Seattle had the best team in the league,” Layden said. “I told them 
— top to bottom — they had the best material. I said, “In fact, if they have any 
weaknesses at all, it’s the coach.” 

‘Layden’s*comments reached Seattle, and he received a phone call from 
Whitsitt. 

“T held the phone off to the side and said, Gotcha,’ “ Layden’ said. “He said, 
~What’s going on?’ I said, “Let me tell you you what’s:going on.’ “ 

Layden said he told Whitsitt that “his coach acted unprofessionally and irre- 
sponsibly. And I told him I wanted to give (Karl) a little lesson in humility. 

“He said, “Frank, I didn’t think you were that kind of guy.’ And I said, “I’m 
not that kind of guy. In fact, I’m the kind of guy who stops and congratulates the 
other team on a great season.’ Then this guy stabs me in he back,” Layden said.

Utah law group 


set to battle 
private adjusters

SALT LAKE CITY — A lawyers’ 
organization is backing proposed leg- 
islation to curtail the activities of pri- 
vate insurance adjusters who act as 
intermediaries between claimants and 
insurance companies. 

The Utah Trial Lawyers Association 
contends some private adjusters stray 
into legal work to the detriment of 
their clients. Adjusters counter that 
they have knowledge of the insurance 
industry that many attorneys don’t 
possess. 

In a recent case, 5-year-old Brian 
Prue was pedaling his bicycle along a 
street near his Orem home when he 
was struck by a speeding motorist. He 
suffered two broken bones in one leg, 
a concussion and assorted scrapes and 
bruises. 

The boy spent four days in the hos- 
pital, spent three months in a cast and 
incurred $7,000 in medical expenses. 

However, a State Farm Insurance 
claims adjuster said Brian was negli- 
gent because he wasn’t looking where 
he was going, according to the boy’s 
mother, Cherie Prue. The company 
offered to pay the medical bills, but 
nothing else. : 

She. contacted Bruce Davis, one of 
about 50 private insurance adjusters 
in Utah. Like many of them, he once 
worked for insurance companies but 
now represents individuals in settling 
claims against insurance companies. 
Davis negotiated a settlement with 
State Farm that not only paid Brian’s 
medical bills but also paid Brian 
$14,600 for the negligence of the 
motorist. 

“He knew exactly how the insurance 
companies operated and he settled it 
without going through all the mess of 
hiring a lawyer and paying court 
costs,” Prue said. 

The Utah Trial Lawyers Association 
and the Utah State Bar, however, 


‘have filed a lawsuit against certain 


public adjusters who they say practice 
law without a license.

BELFAST, Northern Ireland — 


‘The British government’s reluctant 


admission that it has secretly commu- 
nicated with the IRA has cast a shad- 
Ow over months of peacemaking 
efforts for Northern Ireland. 

An influential Protestant leader 
demanded British Prime Minister 
John Major’s resignation. Sinn Fein, 
the IRA’s political ally, said the con- 
tacts were more substantial than the 
British government was willing to 
admit. 

The secrecy surrounding the con- 
tacts underscores Britain’s fear that 


publicity could blow apart the peace 


efforts. 

Major is due to meet his Irish coun- 
terpart, Albert Reynolds, next month 
in Dublin, where they hope to reach 
agreement on a way toward peace. 

But Northern Ireland’s Protestant 


majority already suspects Britain may 
try to cut a deal with the Catholic- 
based IRA. British agents seized a 
cache of arms last week intended for 
Protestant paramilitaries, and 
Protestant politicians said the seizure 
showed the paramilitaries were 
preparing for war. 

The IRA wants Northern Ireland to 
unite with the Irish Republic, which is 
predominantly Catholic. The 


- province’s Protestant community sup- 


ports continued British rule, fearing it 
will lose political clout in a mainly 
Catholic nation. 

At least 3,100 people have been 
killed in 23 years of sectarian vio- 


lence surrounding British rule in — 


Northern Ireland. 

After weeks of denials, the British 
government admitted Sunday it has 
had secret communications with the 
IRA in hopes of persuading the out- 
lawed group to end its violent cam- 
paign against the British. 
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Britain admits to secret talks with IRA 


The disclosure was made by Sir 
Patrick Mayhew, Britain’s leading 
official for Northern Ireland, who said 
Britain had long used intermediaries 
as contacts with Sinn Fein. 

The government was forced to con- 
cede the existence of the contacts 
after The Observer newspaper pub- 
lished. on Sunday the text of 
Mayhew’s instructions to an emissary 
who met Sinn Fein deputy leader 
Martin McGuinness in March. 

“That channel of communication 
has been the means of communicating 


in each direction messages, the value 


of the chain being that it is confiden- 
tial,” said Mayhew. He denied any 
negotiations took place and promised 
to publish full details of British mes- 
sages tothe IRA.  - 

The Rev. Ian Paisley, leader of the 
Protestant-based Democratic Unionist 
Party, scoffed at the British govern- 
ment’s explanation that it had 
responded to an IRA request for 


Workplace fatalities pinpointed

WASHINGTON — Murder was 
the leading cause of workplace death 
in five states and the District of 
Columbia during the 1980s, according 
to the first federal study to pinpoint 
workplace fatalities by state. 

Of the 7,603 Americans slain on the 
job in the last decade, 985 workers 
were murdered in Alabama, 
Connecticut, Maryland, Michigan, 
South Carolina and Washington, D.C. 

New York doesn’t tabulate on-the- 
job homicide, but the National 
Institute of Occupational Safety and 
Health estimated its toll at 867. If 
accurate, that would make New York 
the capital of workplace murder. 

“We need to realize that these fatal 
injuries are not acts of God,” said 
Lynn Jenkins, author of the NIOSH 
study. “They are preventable and we 
must take steps to find out what the 
risks are and how to prevent them.” 

The study noted that some progress 
has been made. Workplace deaths 


overall declined by more than 1,600 
between 1980 and 1989. 

NIOSH first warned about work- 
place homicide last month, when an 
early analysis of this study showed 
murder to be the biggest killer of 
working women. 

The full study, released for Monday, 
offers the first state-by-state look at 
the problem. NIOSH wants state gov- 
ernments to find ways to prevent the 
biggest killers of their workers, 
Jenkins said. 

Nationwide, 62,289 civilians died 
on the job from 1980 through 1989 — 
about 17 workers a day. Another 
1,300 soldiers perished. 

Overall, murder was the third-lead- 
ing killer of civilians, following 
motor vehicle crashes and machine 


+ injuries. 


Texas, California, Florida, Illinois 
and Pennsylvania had the highest 
number of workplace fatalities. 

But a better measure of risk is the 
rate of fatalities per 100,000 workers.

European Community wants 


to restart Bosnian peace talks

GENEVA —. The European 
Community is hoping to lure the lead- 
ers of Bosnia’s’ warring factions back 
to the negotiating table with an offer 
to lift sanctions on Yugoslavia, the 
troubled region’s powerbroker. 

But prospects for achieving peace 
soon appear dim. 

The talks broke down in September 
when Bosnia’s Serbs and Muslim-led 
government disagreed over terms for 
dividing up Bosnia. Fighting since 
then has mainly involved Bosnian 
Croats and government troops. 

The 12 European Community for- 
eign ministers will meet Monday with 
the leaders of each faction in a bid to 
restart the talks. Their new offer 
involves phasing out international 
sanctions against Serb-led Yugoslavia 
if Belgrade pressures the Bosnian 
Serbs into giving more land to the 
Muslims. 

The Bosnian Serbs, who have gotten

crucial backing from Yugoslavia dur- 
ing the 19-month war, hold about 70 
percent of Bosnia. Bosnian Croats, 
who have gotten help from Croatia, 
hold much of the rest. 

Government-held Sarajevo has been 
under Serb siege most of the war. On 
Sunday, at least five people were 
killed when Serb gunners fired a mor- 
tar shell into the city center. 

Bosnian Serb leader Radovan 
Karadzic, who is under pressure from 
hard-line Serbs not to yield an inch, 
has ruled out any further territorial 
concessions. 

“We will not give up a centimeter of 
our territory,” Karadzic said on Radio 
Belgrade before leaving the Yugoslav 
capital for Monday’s talks. “It’s going 
to be a grand theater in Geneva.” 

In Sarajevo, Izetbegovic said the 
international sanctions on Serbia, the 
dominant republic in Yugoslavia, 
should be tightened if there are no ter- 
ritorial concessions from Bosnian 
Serbs. 


He also threatened to call for sanc- 
tions against Croatia unless President 
Franjo Tudjman of Croatia agrees to 
stop intervening in  Bosnia- 
Herzegovina. 

Serbian President Slobodan 
Milosevic is to join Tudjman, 
Karadzic, Izetbegovic and Bosnian 
Croat leader Mate Boban for the 
Geneva talks. 


Milosevic’s country is crumbling. 
under the U.N. sanctions, imposed in ~ 


May 1992 to punish Serbia for 
fomenting the Bosnian war. He is 
considered the key to ending the con- 
flict, in which more than 200,000 
people have died. 

He has not yet said publicly whether 
he would exert pressure on the 
Bosnian Serbs to give up more land, 
but his close aides have rejected the 
idea. 

Under the earlier plan to divide 
Bosnia into Serb, Croat and Muslim- 
led states, Muslims would have gotten 
about 31 percent of the country.

say “True 


Love Waits’ 
for marriage

SALT LAKE CITY — Hundreds of 
Utah and Colorado youths responded 
enthusiastically to a “True Love 
Waits” campaign unveiled during the 
Assemblies of God Rocky Mountain 
Youth Conference. 

“We're saying virginity is not a 
dirty word, and that the ultimate safe 
sex is one man for one woman for one 
lifetime,” said Ray Smith, district 
youth director for the Assemblies of 
God. 

Many of the 800 or so youths from 
Utah and Colorado who attended the 
conference Saturday will be signing 
pledge cards that affirm their commit- 
ment to abstain from premarital sex. 

The cards will be taken to 
Washington D.C. in June 1994 and 
“planted” around the Washington 
Monument along with hundreds of 
thousands of other cards from around 
the nation. 

The pledge came from the Southern 
Baptist Convention’s yearlong “True 
Love Waits” campaign, which started 
nationwide last spring. 

The project challenges teenagers 
and young, unmarried adults to say 
that “abstinence is OK,” says Richard 
Ross, youth ministry consultant with 
the Southern Baptists’ Sunday School 
Board. 

The Assemblies of God initiated the 
program at this weekend’s youth con- 
ference. 

About 10,000 youths in Utah and 
Colorado could participate in the pro- 
gram through local Assemblies of 
God churches, Smith said. 

“If we make the commitment now, 
we will stick with it the rest of our 
lives,” says 14-year-old Vanessa 
Hubbard of Mountain Green. 

Her friend, 13-year-old Amanda 
Young of Syracuse, agrees. 

“I had already planned on saving 
myself, but this is a way. of showing 
it. It’s a way to be a witness for my 
friends,” she said. 

The campaign has expanded to other 
denominations, including the 
Assemblies of God, Pentecostal 
Church of God, Campus Crusade for 
Christ, the Fellowship of Christian 
Athletes and Youth for Christ.
